These res­ 
olutions were debated briefly and harui>- 
niously, but were no: adopted. It was 
finally agreed to appoint a committee of 
eleven members of the House to confer 
with such committee as the Republican 
Senators might select, to consult on all 
questions which should properly be con­ 
sidered at the present aeeuoo. 
The Republicans in Congress could not 
have done more in tak mg steps to harmo­ 
nica with the Administration. There were 
no bitter and abusive speeches, no arraign 
log the President for sins of omission aud 
commission, but the remarks were careful­ 
ly worded and well-timed. They showed 
in honest desire to adjust all differences, if 
it was possible to adjust them honorably, 
between themselves and Mr. Hayes.

President Hayes may think this is that 
kind ot “firmness” widen commands re­ 
spect, but he is rnlatakeu.

Several sceances have since been held 
with more or less success. At the meeting 
Saturday night Mrs. Marsh was again in­ 
fluenced by Berthas spirit, and she de­ 
tailed again, and even more minutely, the 
circumstances of the murder. 
At another 
time she was taken by the spirit just as the 
family was about to bit down to supper. 
Suddenly, gazing to one part ct the room, 
the saw the apparation ut a young girl 
about twenty-twy years ot age, not very 
prepossessing, and dressed IU a brown suit 
with a white waist. The apparation made 
an appeal to her in the lollowing lan­ 
guage :— 
“Herbert! Herbert! oh, Herbert ! give 
me back my ring." 
Mrs. Marsh, throwing herself into the 
arms of her husband, said, while looking 
at the figure with strained eyes and fear- 
blanched face;— 
“In the name of the Holy Trinity, who 
are you?” 
The reply was;— 
“I am Bertha—Bertha Stoughton. Oh. 
Herbert, Herbert! give me back my ring.' 
Overpowered by the conaciouiness that 
the vision was supernatural Mrs. Marsh 
went into hysterics, and on her recovery

A SEARCH FOK TIIE REMAINS.

DIGGING FOK THE DUNES. 
Three grave diggers went down into the 
cellar to dig for bones. The cellar is about 
twelve feet square ana about three feet I 
high, and heaped on the sandy ground was I | | 
ail manner of rubbish, 
with the aid of ( 
lamps the whole party were enabh d to 
tike in the situation. 
After scrambling 
about on all lours the party soon became 
seated, it being impossible to stand. 
Mrs. 
Wilde, the medium, had pointed out the 
spot where the remains were supposed to 
be buried. It wa9 in the extreme norther­ 
ly corner of the place, and the searchers 
at once began the work. 
With considera­ 
ble labor and trouble they soon dug deep 
cuough to allow themselves to stand erect. 
For the first hour hardly a word was 
passed, the mihd of each being centered on 
the skull and bones which they expected 
every moment to unearth. 
At one a. rn. 
Mr. Marsh went up stairs, and the diggers 
were left to their labors and imaginations. 
The medium on Saturday stated that the 
body was buried four feet deep, which 
depth at the time mentioned, had been ab 
tamed, but with no appearance of the 
skeleton. It was then determined to dig 
all over the place to a depth of between 
five and six feet. The work therefore went 
on, and the hours of morning began to 
creep on. The recital of blood-curdling 
ghoet stories served to keep the minds of 
the laborers tally aroused.

continued to dig they piled the dirt on the 
floor behind them. 
Upon striking the 
water pipe, put into the cellar some three 
years since, and which was buried at a 
depth of three feet, it was thought that 
when it was laid the workmen had not aug 
deep enough to disturb the remains of 
Bertha.

THE HIGHSCHOOL. 
A deportment was early organized to be 
known as the High School. butAit was not 
amil the present building.was occupied for 
that purpose that it was really and efficient- 
ly such. Tbe.bids for .the erection ot the 
building were opened, and the award made 
to A. M. Pratt; and Carlos Brown, in the 
spring of 1857, the contract price being 
$29,750. 
With other necessary expendi ­ 
tures it cost in the neighborhood of $40,000. 
Ii was completed in the summer ot 1350, 
and in order^to fill the.High School proper, 
with students, an examination was held in 
July, 1859, the candidates being pupils 
from the First and Fourth wards. 
The 
Board decided that all who reached an av­ 
erage above 75 per cent, on the elim in a­ 
tion should be admitted, but the papers 
showing that the highest was only OI 
while the lowest stood IG, the Board decid* 
od that another examination should be 
held, and that all who reached GO per cent, 
should be admitted. 
The names of those who have stood at 
the head of th# educational corps in the 
city, and who have had charge of the High 
School are not many. 
lo July 1*55 Mr. 
O. N. Gorton was called to the pnncipal- 
ship of that school, and in the fall of 1350 
was succeeded by Mr. Lewis Cass who 
continued rn that position until June ISSI- 
I was under hi9 administration that the 
new building was erected and the High 
School formerly organized as such. 
Mr. 
John J. McKiudley succeeded Mr. Cass in 
the fall of I SGI, but did not make a marked 
success, and resigned in December, aud the 
vacancy wasflilied by Mr, S. T. Lockwood. 
The next principal was Mr. C. A. Hutch­ 
ins, who was engaged In June 1305 for the 
coming year. He served for two years, 
and in 1867 Mr. O. R. Smith was engaged 
to take the place. He resigned io October 
1869 and Dr. E. A. P. Brewster succeeded 
him. He only taught a few weeks how­ 
ever, and in November of the same year 
the Board secured the services ot Mr. W. 
D. Parker, who had commenced teaching 
as principal of one of the ward schools 1 
nine years bel orc. In April 1875 the Board 
secured the service* of the present princi­ 
pal, Mr. R. VV. Burton.
